He did not go with his “family and a few others, traveling 
through southern Missouri, Tennessee, and Kentucky, stop- 
ping at Knoxville and several other places of less impor- 
tance,” etc. At least there is no authentic history to that 
effect. 

In the next paragraph he says: “We were overpowed, 
captured, and hung. * * They shouted, tbey yelled, 
they hooted, they screamed, as our bodies hung, deggling at 


the end of the string.” 
John Brown was hung first and alone; and there was no 


such scene at the execution, or James Redpath, his very sym- 
pathetic biographer would certainly have mentioned it. 

If that was the result of genuine, independent slate- 
writing, it must have been by some one personating Jobn 
Brown, and who had little knowledge of his subject, and less 
of Brown’s terse, direct manner of expression, or he would 
not have written in such a high, flowery, haphazard style. 

In the light of the above, the historical worth of his 
account of the Maynard-emancipation-proclamation affair, 
farter on may be properly estimated.

News from Correspondents 


Notes from Mrs. R. S Lillie. 


In begiuning my letter at this time I am reminded of the 
frequent visitations of this great city by fires of late, so great 
and disastrous as to cause all to have a feeling of fear and 
dread when the alarm is sounded. 

On last Sunday morning, when on our way to Berkeley Hall, 
we found Tremont street blockaded by the mass of people 
who thronged the street, witnessing the destruction of Tre- 
mont Temple, one of the largest halls in the city, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 12,000 of 1500) people. This was the church 
edifice and property of a society known as the Tremont 
Temple Baptist Church (Rev. Geo, C. Larimer, pastor), but 
the hall was constantly let for great gatherings, lecture 
courses, and other entertainments. In fact, here is one of the 
illustrations of the wrong there is in our present system of 
taxation. For here, as in many other cities, right in the 
business portion of the city, where every foot of land is of 
the greatest value, bere isa large estate owned ‘by a Church 
society, in which are business houses of great importance 
paying high rent, and untaxed because it is Church property. 
It 1s to be hoped that the time is not far away when a little 
thought will given to such wrongs, and when liberal senti- 
ment will have so far advanced as to make legislation tn this 
direction possible.

-could baye been preserved. It was said that they were, as 
many others, simply the instruments made use of by spirits 
to reach mankind. That a great awakening bad its center in 

the house of the Foxes, for through the strange occurrences 
which took place through their instrumentality, demonstra 
ting a power over matter superior to it, a plan was devised 
through these young girls which opened a way for intelli- 
gent communication with the spirit world, and thus an im 
petus had been given which was incalculable. In considering 
the lives of two of these sisters the question naturally arises, 
“ Is the exercise of mediumistic power likely to prove injari- 
ous to the possessor?” Tne answer was that any avocation 
or position calling a person before a curious world, which 
gives its highest praise or flattery at one moment, awakening 
undne self-adulaton, and again giving taunts, scoffing, and 
bitter persecutions, are conditions which call for sturdiest 
traits of character to withstand them. These younger girls 
were submitted to an amount of this,in the early days of 
Spiritualism, unknown atthe present time. The work they 
performed ia the earlier days, accompanied by their faithful, 
loving mother, none, perhaps, now kaow, and only a few old- 
time Soiritualists have any idea. Of the faithful, unsullied 
life of Leah Fox-Underhill, who bore with her to the last this 
power; whose life of integrity and womanly worth adorned 
-every position she was called upon to fill—all know. “ Bat,” 

said the spirit, “ we would not speak her name more tenderly 
than we would the names of Katie and Margaret, who wher- 
ever they walked in life and through whatever experience 
they passed, these spiritual beings signalized their presence, 
and who met such temptations and were subjected to such 
conditions as they were incapable of meeting and overcom- 
ing. The peculiarly sensitive chemical qualities making 
these manifestations possible are not, even after forty-fire 
_vears of expericnce, understood, and at the time of their 
coming before the world all were utterly ignorant. 

Hypnotic experiments show that a person may be operated 
upon, and a suggestion for crime left upon the mind, with a 
suggestion to do the deed ata certain time in the fature. 
The influence is apparently thrown off, and the subject ap- 
pears entirely normal until the moment arrives for the carry- 
ing out of the suggestion, when stealthily they go forth to do 
the deed which is not themselves or of themselves, nor can 
they tell what is the impelling power. 

That similar sensitives operated upon by spirits are sur- 
rounded by a faithfal and wise band of spirits, whose work it 
is to counteract the influence of thoughts left by spirits and 
‘mortals botb, is the only cause of salvation to all medinms 
who are made use of for physical phenomens, and who are 
approached by all kinds of spirits who have passed through 
death and are yet anxions to reach earth. That some in the 
~days when all were ignorant sbould have made shipwreck is 
not so surprising to the thoughtful mind, but should arouse 
that interest in the study of the jaws governing as shall en- 
able Spiritualists to surround sensitives with such care and 
guardianship as will make them secure in and for the service 
of good

The Church of Spirit in this city is prospering and win- 
ning many converts to the true religion. Oa Sunday even- 
ing, the rgth ult., Dr. Bland delivered a very learned and 
forcible lecture to the “Seekers After Spiritual Truth” at the 
Typographical Temple, 425 G Street, on the “Development of 
the Faculties.”
